REMARKS 

On February 2, 2010, the attorney for Applicants and the Supervisory Examiner Matthew 
S. Gart held a phone interview discussing amendments to the claims to correct grammatical 
errors and to amend claims 20 and 34 to make corrections to the means language. The Examiner 
said that these amendments would be entered if submitted in a 3 12 Amendment, which 
Applicants present herein. 

Applicants amend the claims as follows. 

Amend claim 1 to correct a grammatical error, changing "operation" to "operations". 
Amend claims 1 1, 30, 65 to correct a grammatical error, changing "comprises" to 
"comprise". 

Amend claim 14, 15 to correct a grammatical error changing "a" to "an" 

Amend claim 14 to change "number" to "a number" to clarify the antecedent basis. 

Amend claim 18 to correct a grammatical error changing "computerized inventory 
database" to "a computerized inventory database" to clarify the antecedent basis of this element. 

Amend the limitation (vi) of claim 20 to remove the language "means for". Applicants 
note that the "means for" language was removed from all the limitations of claim 20 in the 
Amendment dated December 26, 2003, but was inadvertently not removed from limitation (vi). 
Applicants submit that this amendment removing the "means for" language clarifies the claim 
language by removing an inadvertent instance of "means for". 

Applicants amend claim 37 to add "means for" language to the last limitation because the 
limitations as whole are written in "means for" format, including dependent claim 38. 

Amend claims 39 and 51 to change "capable or causing" to "capable of causing" to 
correct a grammatical error. 

Amend claim 33, 34, 52, and 53 to clarify the antecedent basis of the "acquiring entity" 
limitation. 

Applicants request entry of the above corrections to clarify the language. Applicants 
submit that no new claims or new matter has been added to the application. Nonetheless, should 
any additional fees be required, please charge Deposit Account No. 090466.
